Testimony in his trial here on the 
specifie charge of murdering his moih- 
er was completed late today, the jury 
caarged and argument of one member 
of counsel for the state had, been heard 
before court recessed until 9 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. A verdict of guilty 
as charged carries the death penalty. 
If he is acquitted he will he sent in 
the state hospital for the insane. 

Electrifies Court Room. 

Following a day in which the pallid 
youth had listened to himself de- 
seribed by state’s witnesses as one 
who feigned insanity in an attempt to 
cover up the slaying of his parents, 
ard by an alienist appearing in his 
behalf as being in such condition that 
he could live but a few years, Mc- 
Dowell electrified the court room after 
hoth sides had closed their cases, when 
he jumped to his feet and asked that 
he be heard. 

He told the court that his lawyers 
did not know anything about the 
case, and he wanted an opportunity 
to tell his story to the jury. 

Judge MeMullen, presiding over the 
trial, at first was not inclined to 
permit the boy to take the stand aad 
proceeded with his charge to the jury. 
As soon as he had finished that, how- 
ever, McDowell again rose and plead 
ed that he be permitted to take the 
Following a conference = of 
counsel and the judge, the court 
stated to the jury that the procedure 
was somewhat unusual, but he had 
decided to let McDowell tel! his story. 
He was accordingly sworn in and 
placed upon the stand, where he re- 


mained for half an hour, rambling 
through the.details of his life's his- 
tory.

The reaction was unfavorable, how- 
ever, and led to reports that the Me- 
Adoo forces were trying to make 
their own rules. After weighing all 
angles of the problem, it was decided 
to drop the agitation. The result is 
that: the convention, in all probabil- 
ity, will require a two-thirds vote to 
nominate as it has in the past. 

Texas To Make Fight. 

Some -of the Texas delegates will 
make a fight on their own responsi- 
bility. They are under instructions 
to oppose the rule and the matter will 
be brought up by them. Tom Love, 
Texas national committeeman, and 
other McAdoo leaders, however, will 
take no active part in this fight. 

While the decision to drop the two- 
thirds rule fight might seem at first 
an admission of defeat by the McAduo 
forces, the ultimate result is likely 
to be favorable. 

“If we can get a majority, we will 
get the nomination anywar.” one 
prominent McAdoo leader © said. 
“There is no use stirring up a fight 
over this question. There ar: some 
delegates who are for McAdoo but 
who do not favur abandonment of the

Abyssinia Regent 
Gets Ceremonial 
On Vatican Visit 


Reception by Pope Inferior 
to That of Spanish King, 
but Superior to Wales’. 


Rome, June 19.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The Vatican has de- 
cided upon a ceremonial for Ras Taf- 
fari, regent of Abyssinia, who is visit- 
ing Italy. After the ceremonial, the 
nrince regent will be received by Pope 
Pius. 

Prince Taffari, who is a Catholic 
of the Coptic rite, is considered al- 
most equal to a sovereign. Therefore, 
his reception by the pope will be in- 
ferior to that of King Alfonso, of 
Spain, but superior to that of the 
Prince of Wales. 

An important feature of the com- 
ing reception for those who follow 
the relations between the church and 
state in Italy is that, as Prince Taf- 
fari is living at the Quirinal pipace, 
being the guest of King Victor Em- 
manuel, he will not be allowed to go 
direct from the palace to the Vati- 
can. It has, been arranged, however, 
that he will go from the palace to 
the Grand hotel, where his suite is 
staying. After having left the royal 
automobile at the hotel and taken the 
papal car bearing the papal colors, 
he will go direct to the Vatican, where 
he will be admitted to the presence 
of the pontiff.

All but first class 
mail definitely has been abandoned 
and the handling of that class is con-

Postmasters have been circularized 
with messages from Ottawa urging 
them to exert themselves and such 
of their staffs as may remain to ef- 
fect the delivery of first class mail. 
Lesser grades of postal matter are 
being held at their point of delivery, 
but facilities for properly safeguard- 
ing and storing such a mass of print- 
ed matter as the daily mail of a 
great country are not available 

The Canadian postoffice system 


_had already been hamstrung by a 


premature strike of postal workers 
in the dominion’s three largest cities 
which began Wednesday. With these 
distributing points idle, disorganiza- 
tion was almost complete and Thurs- 
day’s general defection is expected to 
lay out the entire service. 

The cost of the strike to the do- 


minion is incalculable because it is 
without precedent.

Pittsburg, June 19.—William Jen- 
nings- Bryan, leader of the Florida 
delegation to the democratic national 
convention, in a statement today said 
he would favor abolition of the two- 
thirds rule in the convention provided 
the present state unit rule also was 
abolished. Mr. Bryan, who was en 
route to New York, stopped here to 
deliver a lecture. 

Mr. Bryan refused to discuss candi- 
dates, saying his delegation was 
pledged to support William Gibbs Me- 
Adoo for the presidential nomination. 
He said he expected to be a member 
of the resolutions committee. 

“I have for many years favored the 
abolition of the two-thirds rule in the 
convention provided that the unit rule 
is abolished at the same time,” Mr. 
Bryan said. “At present the two- 
thirds rule is the only protection 
against the unit rule. 

“Under the unit rule, 46 delegates 
out of 90 in New York can use as 
they will the other 44. The same is 
true of any state that has the unit 
rule. In the four big states, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio, 
a bare majority of the delegates can 


control a minority, amounting’ tv 
something like 125 delegates. A simi- 
lar combination could control the 


smaller states; thus a little more than 
a third of the delegates might be able 
to nominate in spite of a majority 
protest.” 

Mr. Bryan said he thought the re- 
publican plan of allowing the states 
to instruct delegates at large, leaving 
congressional districts to instruct dis- 
trict delegates, “much more fair than 
ours.’

Rode on Wings of Pegasus 


RULED INTELLECTUALS :: 


Chicago, June 19.—Pilgrims on es- 
oteric by-paths of mental and physical 
activity, Nathan F. Leopold, Jr., and 
Richatd Loeb ever delved into the oc- 
cult during their quest after new 
sensations, 

The weird story of their experi- 
ments with the psychic, their at- 
tempts to communicate with the dead, 
their practice of hypnotism and mes- 
merism, their quickly-cultivated inter- 
est in various forms *f mysticism— 
for a time carefully concealed by a 
few of their most intimate friends— 
has been dragged to light by investi- 
gators and the ful) details placed in 
the possession of State’s Attorney 
Robert E. Crowe. 

These two 19-year-old. intellectuals, 
who calmly and _  loquaciously con- 
fessed abducting and murdering 15- 
year-old Robert Franks “to see how 
he would react,” turned to ghosts, 
trances, states of hypnosis and the 
practice of mystic rites in an effort 
to find surcease from the mundane 
affairs of a drab world, they naively 
told their friends. Brilliant enough 
to make enviable records in postgrad- 
uate courses at the University of 
Chicago, the two youths prodded 
themselves into a state of such gul- 
libility that they speedily - became 
disciples of poseurs and fakirs of the 
worst sort and sought to pass on the. 
doctrines imparted to them to other 
students. 

Leopold and Loeb became leaders | 
of a cult of their own making, ie-! 
tectives discovered. They actually held | 
seances and the police declare that} 


several of these seances took place 
in a fraternity house, where boys sat 


awe-stricken with supposed communi- 


cations with the dead, thought trans- 


ference, mind reading, the traveling 
of the human soul through space and 


the whole hodge-podge of exponential 
mysticism, 

The authorities were told by youths 
who begged them to withhold their 
names, all millionaires’ sons, that 
during at least two of these seances 
Leopold hypnotized Loeb and that the 
latter remained in a trance on one of 
the occasions for more than two hours. 
During this time, detectives were in- 
formed, Loeb in a voice totally unlike 
his natural one described. scenes sup- 
posed to be taking place many miles 
away.

ALABAMA ROAD BODY 


Montgomery, Ala., June 19.—The 
supreme court today upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the amended act of 
the Alabama legislature providing for 
the present highway commission and 
upheld the right of the commission to 
select the route it believes most feas- 
ible for a state-built highway.

prejudicial in effect.’ The dose is 
given as one tablet for an adult, and 
from one-fourth to one-half tablet for 
children under 15 years, repeated in 
an hour if not relieved. 

Such a dose of acetanilide may be- 
numb the victim so that he is tem- 
porarily unconscious of pain, ache, 
trial or trouble, but there is always 
the chance that it may stop his heart 
action, too. Of course that would not 
be harmful or prejudicial under the 
poor food and drugs faree. but in 
some of the long list of fatalities from 
acetanilide poisoning the next of kin 
have felt that the victim’s death was 


somewhat premature and unwarranted:

Why 
do the health authorities quarantine 
measles and let tuberculosis go un- 
controlled?

Answer.—Perhaps the health an- 
thorities are unaware of the case. You 
should, in your own interest, report 
the case ty the -health officer. If the 
man has tuberculosis and is so filthy 
as you say, he is a menace to every- 
body who has to enter the office and 
he should be suppressed as a public 
nnisanee. There could searcely be 
a more certain way of contracting tu- 
berenlosis than that. ‘Tohaeco chew- 
ing does not alter the fact.

BETTER LABORATORY 
FACILITIES. NEEDED 


Equipment of the laboratory of the 


state department of agriculture is to- 


tally -inadequate to handle the large 
numbers of fertilizer and calcium ar- 


senate samples sent in by the Georgia 


planters for analysis, department off1- 


cials stated Thursday. 


With facilities now provided, it 
was stated, the laboratory can analyze 
about 1,000 fertilizer samples a month, 


and six samples of calcium arsenaie 


a day. ‘The samples come in mucn 
faster than this during the early por- 
tion of the year, it is stated, and the 
laboratory, althaigh it has been work- 
ing practically day and night for 
weeks, is now 3,500 samples behind 
in its fertilizer work, and about 300 
samples behind on calcium arsenate. 
In order to properly carry on this 
work of the department, officials said, 
$10,000 additional a year should be 
deyoted to work of fertilizer analysis 
and $5,000 a year to calcium arsenate 
work. It would not be necessary to 
raise the additional funds for this 
purpose, it is pointed out, as the lec- 
isjature could set aside the amount of 
monev needed out of funds already 
cue from regulatory taxation inetead 
of requiring the whole of the surplus 
turned into the state treasury for gen- 
eral state expenses, as at present.

‘Those in close touch with the pre- 
mier express the belief that he has 
a finger on the political pulse of the 
nation and is merely biding his time 
so that when he acts, it will have 
the greatest dramatic effect. 

There seems to be a growing senti- 
ment in the fascist party to reassert 
faith in the leader of the march on 
Rome in the belief that he is strong 
enough to perform the political surgi- 
operation of cutting away. what 


fascist movement, and yet pre- 
serve the virility of the party for the 
further good of the country. 

Paper Quits Publication. 

In connection with reports of im- 
pending sensations in the Matteotti 
case, the newspaper Corrie d'Itallano, 
announced that it would cease pub- 
lication with today’s issue. Signor 
Filippelli, former editor of this news- 
paper, is under arrest in connection 
with Deputy Matteotti’s disappear- 
ance. The newspaper was founded 


after the succession of the fascisti to 


power as a fascist organ. 

The newspapers are stressing the al- 
lesed confession of a man arrested 
by the Milan police who said his name 
was Otto Chirszel, and who declares 
that he was employed by the political 
opponents of Matteotti to follow and 
spy upon the socialist deputy.

MOVING LOOSE OBJECTS. 
In the period of 170 years that our 


present golf rules have been in the 
making, numerous changes have, of 
course, been introduced from the ear- 
liest codes, and generally the tendency 
has been Emad a more lenient con- 
struction. Take, for instance, the 
case of loose stones, sticks, or other 
objects lying near a ball. The early 
codes prohibited the moving of any 
“stones, bones, or other break-clubs 
either in a hazard or on the fair- 
green.” 

The present rule allows a player 
to lift and move any loose object 
within a club length of his ball in the 
fairway, also in the rough. Of course 
nothing may be moved in a hazard. On 
the putting green, the limit of a club 
length does not apply. This should 
be borne in mind, however, that if a 
ball moves after anything has been 
moved within a club length, or on 
the putting green within six inches 
the player loses a stroke, on the ground 
that he caused the ball to move. 

A ball is driven into the rough and 
stops a foot or so back of a limb 
or possibly a jigger.
